guage the excellency of our laws, and 
the benevolence of the national charac- 
ter, ſeem to have made a proviſion for almoſt 
every ſpecies of diſtreſs to which the poor 
are liable, yet ſituations will ſometimes ariſe, 
which the moſt active and watchful charity 
could not at firſt foreſee. 


The children of ſoldiers, ſailors, and other 
indigent perſons, bereft of their parents, at a 
diflance from relations, and too young to afford 
the neceſſary information reſpecting ſettlements, 
are often left deflitute of protection and ſup- 
port, at an age when they are incapable of 
earning ſubſiſtence, and contending with the 
dangers which ſurround them. | 


Females of this deſcription are, in a pecu- 
liar manner, objects of compaſſion; and 
have alſo a double claim to the care of 
the humane and virtuous, from being not 
only expoſed to the miſeries of want and idle-

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neſs, but, as they grow up, to the ſolicitations 
of the vicious, and to all the dreadful conſe- 


quences of early ſeduction. 


This CHariTY owes its eſtabliſhment to 
that vigilant and active Magiſtrate, the late 
Six JohN FIELDING; who had long obſerv- 
ed, that ihough the laws of this kingdom had 
provided a pariſh ſettlement for every perſon, 
by birth, parentage, apprenticeſhip, Sc. yet many 
caſes continually occurred; in which ſuch ſettle. 
ments were difficult to be aſcertained; and, there- 
fore, he, and others, were ſolicitous to re- 


move, in part, this fource of female wretch- 
edneſs. | 


By their exertions, and the continued en- 
deavours of thoſe who have hitherto conducted 


the 


plan, their benevolent intentions have 
been rewarded by the moſt ſignal ſucceſs. 


The generous and diſcerning Public has be- 
ſtowed the Means, which have profpered in 
the hands of the Guardians, by whoſe care 
TWO HUNDRED DESERTED FEMALES are daily 
ſheltered and protected from -vice and want, 
ſupplied with food and raiment proper for 
them, and taught whatever can render them 
uſeful in their ſtation, or comfortable and 
happy in themſelves.

QUALIFICATION OF GUARDIANS. 


The Qualification of an Annual Guardian, 
is a yearly ſubſcription of Three Guineas, 


or upwards. 


The nication of a Perpetual Guardian, 
is a ſubſcription of Thirty Guineas, or up- 


wards. 


Legacies bequeathed to the uſe of this 
Charity, of one hundred pounds and up- 
wards, when paid, ſhall entitle the firſt 
named Acting Executor to be a Perpetual 
Guardian. | 


Ladies and Gentlemen who have ſub- 
ſcribed leſs than Thirty Guineas, by increaſ- 
ing their laſt ſubſcriptions to that ſum, 
within the year, will be admitted as Perpe- 
tual Guardians, 
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Ladies, who are Guardians, are entitled 
to vote at all elections of Officers of the 
Houſe, by proxy, ſuch proxy being a Guar- 


- dian; or by letter, ſignifying the perſon 


whom they approve. 


The Guardians, conceiving it to be very 
eſſential for promoting one of the chief ob- 


jets of this inſtitution, beg leave to /olicit 


the Ladies, who are peculiarly qualified for that 
purpoſe, frequently. to viſit the Charity, inſpect 


the management of the honſe, and particularly ihe 


employment of the children; alſo to ſee that they 
are properly .inſlirutted in honſewifery, ſo as o 
be qualified for uſeful, domeſtic ſervants; and, 
from time to time, communicate to the Com- 
mittee, by letter or otherwiſe, ſuch obſerva- 
tions as they ſhall deem proper to make 


thereon. 


GENERAL MEETINGS. 


There are four General Meetings in the 
year, for the purpoſe of auditing the accounts, 
and determining upon all material buſineſs 
that may come before them, not immediately 
within the province af a Committee : ſuch 
Meetings to be held on the firſt Thurſday in 
January, April, July, and October, at twelve 
o'clock preciſely; of which notice is to be 
_ by public advertiſement,. and to the 


ommittee by letter. 
COMMIT- 
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COMMITTEES. 


A Preſident, fix Vice-Preſidents, a Trea- 
ſurer, and twenty of the Guardians, form a 
Committee; to meet every Thurſday, at ele- 
ven o'clock in the forenoon, to carry into exe- 
cution ſuch rules and orders as ſhall be made 
at the General Quarterly Meetings; to exa- 
mine into the circumſtances and deſcriptions 
of ſuch children as ſhall, from time to time, 
be preſented for admiſſion ; and the . 
cation of ſuch as are to be apprenticed; and 
generally to conduct all ſuch matters as be- 


long more immediately to their province. 


The Committee and Treaſurer are to be 
elected annually, at the General Court in 
April; and, if any difference of opinion ſhould 
ariſe, the election is to be determined by 
ballot. | a 


The Preſident, Vice-Preſidents, and Trea- 
ſurer are of every Committee; and notwith- 
ſtanding particular gentlemen are annually 
named for the immediate conduct of the 
CHARITY, | yet every Guardian who pleaſes, 
may attend and vote at Committees, except 
Annual Guardians, who have not been ſuch 
one. year, and paid their ſecond ſubſcription. 


Two of the Guardians are appointed VISI- 
TORS and COLLECTORS AT THE CHAPEL

- DESCRIPTION OF CHILDREN, AND 
RULES FOR ADMISSION. | 


No child can be admitted, who is under 
-the age of nine, or above the age of twelve 
years. | 


No child can be admitted till approved of 
by the Committee. 


No negro or mulatto girl to be admitted. 


The death of the parents of the children 
applying for admiſſion, is neceſſary to be 
proved, either by pariſh regiſters, or by the 
oath of fome creditable witneſs, if required. 


A copy of the regiſter of the death of ſuch 
parents, and the baptiſm of the children, is 
to be produced to the Committee, if poſſible. 


As the children are to be conflantly employed 
in the ſeveral offices of good houſewifery, in 
order to qualify them for domeſtic ſervants, 
no diſeaſed, deformed, or infirm child can be 
received ; and every child is to be examined 
by the phyſicians, ſurgeons, and matron ; 
and one of the phyſicians or ſurgeons to ſign 
the certificate, that ſhe is a proper object to 
be admitted. 


The 
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The Certificates of Orphans applying for 
Admiſſion, when approved of by the Com- 
mittee, are to be preſerved by the Secretary, 
and the Children are to be admitted in Ro- 
tation, as ſoon as they ſhall obtain Preſenta- 
tions, and Vacancies ariſe. 


The Guardians are to preſent according to 
the ſeniority of their ſubſcriptions ; but no 
Annual Guardian is to have a right to preſent 
till after the payment of a ſecond ſubſcription 
of Three Guineas, or upwards : and unleſs 
the ſubſcription be regularly kept up, or the 
arrears paid, the Guardian loſes the right of 
preſentation. 


The Guardians in turn to preſent, are to 
have notice thereof by letter from the Se- 


cretary. 

The children, whoſe qualifications have 
been approved by the Committee, are to 
have certificates of ſuch approbation granted 
them by the Secretary. 


If any child is deemed unqualified, the 
Guardian who preſented her is immediately 
to be made acquainted therewith. _ 

Fil ball appear after any child bas been 
received into the Houſe, that either parent is 
alive, or that her ſeitlement is aſcertained ; ſuch 
child, ſo fraudulently admitted, ſhall be imme- 
diately ſent Io the ſaid parent or ſeltlement.

EMPLOYMENT OF THE CHILDREN. 


The children are to make and mend their 
own linen, make ſhirts, ſhifts, and table- 
linen ; to do all kinds of plain needle-work ; 
and to perform the buſineſs of the houſe and 

kitehen; to which latter eight are appointed 
weekly, according to their age and abilities, 
to aſſiſt the cook; to waſh, iron, and get up 
all the linen. They are likewiſe taught to 
read the Bible, write a legible hand, and caſt 
up a ſum in addition, 


Shirts, Shifts, table-linen, and all kinds of 
plain needle-work are taken in at the Aſylum,

RULES FOR PLACING OUT THE 
CHILDREN. 


The children are to be bound apprentices 
for ſeven years, at the age of fifteen, or 
ſooner, as domeſtic ſervants, in reputable fa- 
milies in Great Britain, 

No girl ſhall be apprenticed until the cha-- 
racer of the maſter or miſtreſs, applying for 
the ſame, ſhall have been inquired into, and 
approved of by the Committee. 


Every perſon applying for an apprentice, 
muſt appear at the Committee, to give the 
neceſſary information reſpetting their ſitu- 
ation, unleſs ſuch appearance be diſpenſed 
with by the Committee. 


When any girl ſhall become qualified to 
be an apprentice, the Guardian who pre- 
ſented her ſhall be acquainted therewith, 
in order to know whether ſuch Guardian has 
any place in view for her. 


The Guardians, deſirous of encouraging 
the children to ſerve their apprenticeſhip 
faithfully, have empowered the Committee, 
ro grant, to any Orphan apprenticed from the 
Charity, who ſhall produce to the Committee 
a certificate, ſigned by her maſter or miſtreſs, 
or both (if living) of her good behaviour 
during her apprenticeſhip, the ſum of Five 
Guineas ; ſuch Orphan having firſt returned 
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public thanks in the Chapel for the Pro- 
tection. of this Charity. | 


The Committee are empowered to put out, 
at any time, to any trade they ſhall think 
proper, ſuch Orphans as may have contrafted 
any difeaſe or infirmity which may render 
them incapable of domeſtic ſervice, with a 
premium not exceeding Ten Pounds. 


TREASURER. 


A Treaſurer is appointed at the General 
Meeting in April, who is to continue for one 
year.

A Chaplain is appointed to read Prayers, 
and preach a Sermon twice every Sunday 
throughout the year, viz. at a quarter paſt 
Eleven o'clock in the forenoon, and at a 
quarter paſt Six in the afternoon; and on the 
firſt Sunday evening in every month to cate- 
chiſe the childen ; to read prayers to the whole 
family every morning ; to ſuperintend the 
conduct of the other Officers and Servants ; 
and to promote, by every means in his power, 
the benefit of the CHarITy.

A Secretary is appointed, who is to at- |
